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PEEFACE 


We  have  made  out  as  correct  an  account  as  possible  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. As  we  have  not  the  means  in  Louisville  of  estimating 
the  expenses,  we  defer  this  item  until  the  next  annual  report. 

The  States  are  arranged  alphabetically — the  Post  Offices  in  Ken- 
tucky and  Mississippi ;  in  Louisiana,  the  Parishes.  Opposite  each 
name  is  the  whole  amount  given  or  pledged— to  the  right  of  this  the 
amount  paid ;  so  each  will  be  able  to  turn  to  his  own  name,  and  see  if 
correctly  reported.  We  have  done  our  utmost  to  have  each  name 
spelled  right,  and  properly  marked.  Errors  will  be  corrected,  if  made 
manifest. 

We  publish  in  the  back  of  the  Report,  the  Mississippi  Charter, 
which  was  the  first,  and  the  Kentucky  Charter,  which  was  passed  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  that  of  Mississippi. 

The  names  of  the  Agents  are  arranged  in  reference  to  the  Post 
Offices,  and  published  on  the  last  pages  of  this  Report.  We  generally 
have  a  Local  Agent  convenient  to  each  subscriber;  otherwise  amounts 
may  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  Board  in  each 
State,  at  our  risk,  or  drafts  made  payable  to  his  order. 

Orders  have  been  made  by  the  Executive  Board  to  procure  rooms, 
purchase  press,  &c.  Rooms  have  been  secured,  as  I  am  informed  by 
the  Secretary.  The  printing  of  books  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as 
the  necessary  arrangements  can  be  perfected. 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  6th,  7th,  and  9th  Sections  of  the 
Publishing  Charter. 

The  7th  provides  that  the  Blind  of  each  State,  who  have  not  means  to 
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pay  tlie  cost  of  books,    shall   be  entitled  to  the  same,  pro  rata    to 
the  amount  contributed  in  the  State. 

The  9th  organizes  a  Visiting  Committee,  who  have  controlling  influ- 
ence over  the  Publishing  Board. 

The  6th  provides  that  books  to  be  published  shall  be   selected  by 
Superintendents  of  Institutions  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  aid  in  establishing  a  Pub- 
lishing House,  to  print  boohs,  &c,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Blind. 

Gentlemen: — 

The  time  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  my  duty  to  render  to  you  an 
account  of  my  stewardship.  I  do  so  cheerfully,  trusting  that  our 
efforts  will  prove  a  lasting  blessing  to  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight. 
I  will  proceed  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty  as  though  no  previous 
Report  had  been  made,  in  order  that  all  the  facts  connected  with  the 
enterprise  may  be  before  you  in  a  condensed  form. 

In  1857  I  traveled  through  South-Western  Mississippi,  soliciting 
aid  in  our  enterprise,  and  secured  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $12,035  25, 
to  which,  as  you  are  aware,  the  Legislature  added  $2000,  after  our 
Board  was  incorporated. 

Previous  to  the  incorporation  of  our  Board,  I  had  raised  by  collec- 
tions, under  an  advisory  committee,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
for  a  specific  purpose,  viz:  to  publish  an  edition  of  Bullion's  Analyti- 
cal and  Practical  English  Grammar,  and  Davie's  Bourdon.  On  con- 
sultation, it  was  deemed  advisable  to  reserve  this  fund,  to  be  so  used 
when  the  present  contemplated  Publishing  House  should  be  in  practi- 
cal operation,  and  this  amount  enters  into  the  aggregate  of  total  col- 
lections. 

As  we  had  selected  Louisville,  Ky.,  as  the  most  eligible  location  for 
an  Institution  of  this  kind,  and  that  point  was  designated  in  the 
Charter,  I  accordingly  visited  Kentucky  in  the  winter  of  1857-'58, 
and  succeeded  in  procuring  its  incorporation,  under  the  name  of  the 
"American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind."  I  then  visited  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  procured  the 
incorporation  of  an  Auxiliary  Board  for  that  State. 

During  the  year  1858  I  set  out  from  this  city,  on  a  tour  through 
Central  and  Northern  Mississippi,  with  the  double  purpose  of  soliciting 
aid  in  establishing  a  general  Publishing  House  for  the  Blind  of  the 
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United  States,  and  also  to  visit  as  many  of  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature as  practicable,  with  a  view  to  the  furtherance  of  our  work,  by 
their  friendly  legislation,  at  their  ensuing  session. 

This  trip  resulted  in  adding  to  former  pledges  $6,025,  and  the  pas- 
sage of  a  general  law,  by  the  Legislature,  pledging  ten  dollars  per 
annum  for  each  white  blind  person  in  the  State. 

In  December  of  the  same  year  I  visited  New  Orleans,  and  early  in 
1859  consummated  the  organization  of  an  Auxiliary  Board  for  that 
State.  "We  then  made  an  application  to  the  Legislature  of  Louisiana 
for  a  similar  donation  to  that  made  by  Mississippi,  which  was  unsuc- 
cessful. 

I  then  canvassed  the  Parishes  embracing  Western  Louisiana,  pre- 
paring the  way  for  future  operations.  I  left  Louisiana  in  October  fol- 
lowing, Mr.  J.  W.  Riebardson  having  accepted  the  agency  for  that 
State,  and  I  am  bappy  to  say,  has  been  very  successful  in  making  col- 
lections, and  also  procuring  the  desired  donation  referred  to,  of  $2000 
from  the  Legislature,  at  their  last  session. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Spann,  formerly  a  pupil  in  our  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
accepted  the  agency  for  Mississippi,  and  entered  upon  the  work  in 
October,  1859.     His  Report  will  be  before  you  at  your  annual  meeting. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Hogg  was  appointed  Agent  for  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
and  has  been  traveling  since  that  time. 

I  visited  Louisville  again  iu  November,  1858,  and  after  spending 
something  over  a  month  iu  Kentucky,  proceeded,  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  Publishing  Board,  to  organize  Auxiliary  Boards  in  some 
of  the  North-Western  States,  viz:  Missouri,  Indiana,  and  Ohio.  I 
then  returned  to  Kentucky,  visiting  the  Capital  of  that  State,  the 
Legislature  being  in  session,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  an  appro- 
priation; but,  after  consultation  with  the  friends  of  our  cause,  it  was 
concluded  to  defer  the  application  until  the  next  session.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Heady  was  appointed  Agent  for  that  State,  and  his  correspondence 
reports  encouraging  success. 

The  Legislature  of  Tennessee,  at  its  session  in  the  Spring  of  1860, 
made  an  appropriation  of  $2000,  and  passed  a  general  law,  giving  ten 
dollars  per  annum  for  each  white  blind  person  in  the  State,  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  sixty. 

In  the  Spring  of  the  present  year  I  returned  to  Mississippi,  to  make 
arrangements   for  collecting  subscriptions   already  procured.     I  have 
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seen  most  of  the  local  agents,  collected  some  subscriptions  myself,  and 
secured  further  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $4,692. 

Many  miles  have  been  traveled,  and  much  labor  performed,  but  a 
generous  public  have  nobly  responded  to  the  appeals  made, — and  what 
seemed  to  many  a  fruitless  undertaking,  has  proved  a  complete  and 
gratifying  success.  We  have  reached  the  stipulated  amount.  There 
are  other  States  to  be  heard  from,  but  whether  they  have  effected  any 
thing  or  not,  we  have  raised  the  $25,000.  And  now  that  we  have  the 
required  amount,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  consider  the  transfer  of  the 
center  of  operations  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  so  that  the  actual  printing  of 
books  for  the  education  of  the  Blind  may  be  commenced. 

In  reflecting  upon  the  practical  operations  of  so  important  an  under- 
taking, your  honorable  body,  whose  interest  in  this  great  work  has 
lived  unabated,  may  deem  some  advisory  suggestions,  or  recommenda- 
tory resolutions  in  place,  in  reference  to  the  adoption  of  a  wise  and 
judicious  policy,  in  the  incipiencyof  the  Institution. 

In  order  to  have  the  entire  control  of  the  Institution,  and  the  work, 
it  is  apparent  that  we  must  have  our  own  machinery;  but  whether  to 
execute  the  printing  ourselves,  or  let  it  out  by  contract  to  responsible 
parties,  may  be  worthy  of  consideration.  The  latter  plan  would  ex- 
hibit the  result  of  the  means  invested  at  once,  and  might  be  more  in 
accordance  with  public  sentiment,  which  is  of  importance,  as  the  Insti- 
tution is  established,  and  must  be  sustained  by  voluntary  contributions. 

The  question  as  to  the  best  form  of  type  for  raised  printing,  is  one 
involving  some  diversity  of  opinion.  Several  forms  or  styles  have 
been  tried  by  different  publishers,  and  of  course  each  have  their  friends. 
While  we  cannot  please  all,  it  is  very  desirable  to  adopt  such  a  type 
as  would  be  generally  acceptable.  It  is  thought  by  some  that  a  new 
alphabet  could  be  introduced,  combining  many  and  important  improve- 
ments over  any  now  in  use,  both  in  the  facility  it  would  afford  in  read- 
ing, and  in  the  size  of  the  type,  thus  greatly  diminishing  the  bulk  of 
the  now  ponderous  volumes,  and  consequently  the  cost  of  such  works 
as  may  be  published.  If  this  end  could  be  attained,  we  would  accom- 
plish one  very  important  object  we  have  in  view — the  benefit  of  the 
Blind.  Perhaps  the  best  method  to  reach  this,  would  be  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  judicious  Standing  Committee,  to  be  known  as  th«  "Type 
Committee,"  to  whom  all  changes  in  type  may  be  referred,  for  their 
approval  and  adoption. 
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Another  object  we  propose  is  to  establish,  sustain,  and  perpetuate  a 
Library  in  raised  print,  for  the  Blind.  A  considerable  endowment 
fund  will  of  course  be  necessary  for  this.  The  means  by  which  this 
is  to  be  secured  and  preserved  would  properly  form  a  subject  for  your 
consideration.    • 

These,  and  doubtless  other  points,  will  form  topics  of  discussion  at 
your  meeting ;  but  I  will  not  venture  to  say  more,  lest  the  absorbing 
interest  I  feel  in  the  whole  subject  might  lead  me  so  far  as  to  have  the 
appearance  of  dictation. 

For  the  interest  you  have  ever  manifested,  and  the  encouragement 
you  have  given  me  in  this  arduous  undertaking,  and  the  confidence 
reposed  in  me,  I  can  not  but  express  my  gratitude.  May  Heaven 
reward  and  bless  you  for  your  labors  in  the  cause  of  humanity. 

I  can  not  close  without  expressions  of  the  deepest  thankfulness  for 
the  many  acts  of  personal  kindness  I  have  received  in  the  prosecution 
of  my  labors,  and  to  those  whose  contributions  have  so  far  established 
the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  and  their  benevolence 
will  ever  be  cherished  by  the  recipients  of  their  benefactions  with 
heart-felt  gratitude.
